INDIAN WAR IN WASHOE 

One Hundred Whites Reported Killed. 



INTERESTING INTELLIGENCE 



The bark W. B. Scranton arrived from San 
Francisco yesterday morning, bringing Cal- 
ifornia papers to the lGtli inst. We are in- 
debted to Mes.-ra. Saml. Price & Co., and to 
C. T. Millard, Esq., for lale papers. 

The people of Washoe Valley have had a 
terrible lime. Fur some time past the In- 
dians in that vicinity have been in the habit 
of cutting off small parties of whites, running 
off stock, etc., and citizens of Silver City to 
the number of 100, left to light the red-skins 
on the 10th May under Mai. Ormsby. On 
the 12th they reached the Indian encamp- 
ment, and were immediately attacked by 
2000 savages from ambush. The whites 
charged upon them, but were soon surround- 
ed, and only about 13 escaped to tell the 
tale. The massacre was horrible and com- 
plete : Maj. Ormsby, R. Snowden, a son of 
Supreme Judge Baldwin Wm. Arrington, 
and many other prominent Californians, 
were slain. 

The greatest exciteraentexists throughont 
California and Washoe, and troops were be- 
ing rapidly enrolled. 

Capt. T. D. Johns has been appointed to 
the supreme military command. _ The U. S. 
troops in California were beginning to move 
towards the valley. 

Rumors prevailed at Acapulco that Mira- 
mon had declared war against the United 
Stales. 

Morris Cohen, the fireman who was injured 
at San Francisco by the explosion of fire- 
works, at the bulkhead veto celebration, is 
dead. He was a German by birth, and was 
aged about 20 yean. 

Advices from England stales tiiat Hee- 
nan and Sayers are to fight again as soon as 
they recover from their injuries. 

Tho Bolton & Barron claim has been de- 
claied fraudulent al Washington. 

A fire occurred on the 1 2th i::slant on 
Market street near Sansome, which des- 
troyed three large frame buildings. 

A great tornado at Virginia City, Carson 
Valley, on the 10th May, destroyed thirty 
frame buildings, and twenty-five tents. Loss 
S10,O00. 

Chas, Aldrich, a respectable citizen of 
Cloverdale, Sonoma County, Ca!., has b»m 
arrested, charged with tho fiendish murder 
of his wife. Tho body was found lying in 
a field near the house, with the head and 
face kicked in, and a piece of linen duck 
wrapped close around the neck to produce 
strangulation. Her little child of six months 
old was lying near the body. 

The latest news from Walker river, Car- 
son Valley, says that miners are doing well. 

The new copper mines at Crescent City 

are atttacting attention.

The steamers Wilson G. Hunt and Beaver 

arrived on Saturday evening last from New 

Westminsler, Ballou's Express brought 
down §13,000 in treasure and Jellray & Co., 
§13,1)00. 

«Jonah,"of Fort Vale, sends us two or 

three items of inlurost : 

Now diggings have been struck near this 
place ( Yale). Thoy are on a large Hat, or 
bench, and run from Hills Bur up to the saw- 
mill, opposite hero, and have buon named 



after Geo. Furniss, one of the discoverers of 
Hill's Bar, in '08. ' 

Sprague, whilom a pest to the Victoria 
police, is lo be tried to-morrow (19th May). 
He takes the matter very coolly, and says, 
" Well, I shall be sent to Victoria to work 
in the chain gang, and get off .ngnih in five 
or six weeks." [Not if there is any virtue 
in the iron sold here.] 

Judge Begbie holds Court to-morrow. 

H. L. Alley, Esq., furnishes us with the 
following ilems : 

Ten or twelve miners have arrived at Port 
Douglas, from the Quesnelle diggings, with- 
out a cent, having (so they say) been com- 
pelled to leave on account of the scarcity of 
provisions. Some of them intend to return 
in about two months. The miners say that 
one thousand more will bo compelled to re- 
turn from the same cause — want of grub. 

The roads to Alexander are in a terrible 
condition. The trains that left Lytton city 
for Quesnelle River were compelled to 
throw oil their packs within twenty miles of 
the forks of that stream, on aceojnt of fallen 
trees and other obstacles. 

Several claims are reported as paying S3 
per day on tho Similikameen. 

Two Chinamen, while in dispute with 
white miners, about -10 miles above Cayoosh, 
were shot dead, lately. 

Five hundred Chinamen have left Fort 
Yale for Fort Alexander. 

Several trains had returned to Cavonsh 
city, one or two hail not been able to get 
to Alexander, on account of snow. The 
season was very backward. 

Several miners returned to Cayoosh, re- 
port very favorably of the mining ; many 
were making from two to four ounces per 
day, but being unable to obtain provisions 
could not remain'. 

The trains that had arrived at Alexander, 
hail principally shovels, picks, and whiskey. 
Tho miners were indignant and threatened 
if any more loads arrived without provisions 
they would knock out the heads of the 
whiskey casks. 

Great want of transportation is felt for 
miners through the upper country, attributa- 
ble in some measure to the now extinct but 
oil ions mule-tax, which stopped many trains 
of mules from packing to the country. 

Meyers' Express connecting with JeiTray's 
was expected at Douglas from Cayoosh on 
Sunday. Upwards of 300 miners had left 
Cayoosh for Canal river, owing to rich mini's 
struck there. One man took out B1500 in 
one day with his rocker. Gold coarse. 

A meeting was held at New Westminster, 
on Friday, when they resolved to impose a 
tax of 2 p. e. on ail property ; and the Gov- 
ernor has granted a .Municipal Government 
for the town, with some slight modification 
from a reguhir corporate body. 

JefTray'd Express brought down about 
§13,0(10 in dust. 

The works on Harrison river rapids are 
entirely abandoned, — what was done is of 
little or no use. 

All the Ironns were removed lo the Lil- 
louei trail.

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British Columbia Mines. 

The advices that have been received by 
recent arrivals from British Columbia ( Qnes- 
nelle River nol excepted), are highly cheer- 
ing. Some contradictory reports have been 
circulated as to the richness of Quesnelle 
River; but those conversant with mining 
communities are well aware lhat even the 
richest localities, where the yield of gold is 
enormous, are always subject to the depre- 
ciation of the disappointed — no matter what 
the cause of the disappointment may be. 
From all that we can glean from reliable 
sources, the great drawback to the Quesnelle 
miners is the want of provisions. .This evil 
result flows naturally from the insane at- 
tempt to impose the five-dollar mule-tax. 
Had that never been proclaimed, large num- 
bers of mules — at least two thousand more 
— would have been introduced into the 
mines. The government, lured on by the 
impunity with which similar impositions 
bad been met by the people, imagined no 
doubt that they could be repeated without 
causing any very marked expression ofpub- 
lic feeling, and the result would be an over- 
flowing exchequer. In that it has been dis- 
appointed, and the tax has consequently 
been virtually repealed — not before a grave 
injury was done, however, to the mining and 
trading interests of the country. The return 
of considerable numbers to the neighbor- 
hood of Cayoosh may be justly attributed 
to the mule-tax. Last fall, when the popu- 
lation numbered least, the mules on the 
Lillouette trail were scarcely more than 
numerous enough to pack supplies suffici- 
ent for consumption. A large spring immi- 
gration having rushed towards Quesnelle 
River with light supplies, trusting to pack- 
trains to renew them, and being disappointed 
in that, they are compelled lo fall back and 
wait till the traders and packers force in not 
only sufficient for daily consumption, but 
also enough to enable them to penetrate into 
the richer and more distant, but also more 
inhospitable, portions of the country. The 
state of the Lillouette and Vale routes, com- 
bined with the limited means of transporta- 
tion, render it impossible to supply the im- 
migration early enough lo enable the miners 
to reap such a rich harvest as they were 
reasonably led to expect this .summer in the 
romuie mines. No indication however has 
been noticed of anything like retrogression. 
The shipments of gold dust to Victoria are 
gradually on the increase as th i spring ad- 
vances and with the return of Autumn the 
sad consequences of the mule lax at present 
soseverely felt will doubtless be entirely 
lust sight of in rich auriferous discoveries, 
and the general prosperity of the country. 

Business men throughout the mines as 
well as at Victoria have full confidence 
in the richness of the mines. And 
whilst they deprecate a repetition of the 
mistaken policy that has superinduced the 
return of miners to Cayoosh, in consequence 
of no proTisions, still with a confidence 
never before winessed in mercantile circles, 
they are urging forward large supplies into 
the interior, as rapidly as their means of 
transportation will admit ; and withal are 
doing a safe and healthy business. No 
evidence of inflated expansion in trade can 
be seen. On the contrary trade is steadily 
increasing with due regard to the returns. 
It is stated on good authority that the tra- 
ders and packers in the interior are doing 
uncommonly well— never belter sine Ihe 
mines were opened. This may he chiefly 
accounted for by the miners doing well, al- 
though the spring immigration may have add- 
ed something to the circulating medium, but 
small in comparison when the whole of the 
specie sent down I r goods is compared with 
(he value of the fid dust received. 

Although the means of transportation, and 
the roads into the interior, are neither what 
they might nor ought to have been at this 
period, and may act as u serious diawback 
for some time, still the arbitrary form of the 
government has done much to injure the 
country. No question exists, but the mure 
liberal the institutions, the more prosperous 
the country. We hail therefore with plea- 
sure the granting of a municipal council 
lo New Westminster, limited as the char- 
ter, or small as the population may be. We 
hope almost ngainsl conviction that it is Ihe 

harbinger of tha political " good lime coin- 
ing" for the country. It "'ill enable the 
citizens to manage there local affairs lo suit 
themselves ; and if they do not manage Ihem 
properly they will only have themselves m 
blame, and not an administration as arbi 

tarily Olie-sided as the handle of a jug, To 
render the entire people contented however 



nothing short of representative institutions 
should be granted to the colony. Were 
lhat done, a great deal of the morbid politi- 
cal sensibility, often so evident, would dis- 
appear, and ;» more healthy tone to public 
sentiment take its place j and the general 
prosperity be better secured.

I do not think this back chan- 
nel is con Hncd to McCrea's Bar alone, but believe 
that all the bars between here and Fort Hope, now 
supposed to be worked out, will present the same 
characteristics, if prospected.

Mr. Crease — Is there any necessity for this bill ? 

Mr. Helmcken — There are doubts connected 
With that bill which must decide the question, 

Mr. Crease — Thought it was necessary that the 
House should bo enabled to punish witnesses for 
perjury. He was rather surprised to hear the 
hon. gentleman expressing doubts at the present 
time, as to the legality of the bill. He thought 
the hon. gentleman had spoken in a different 
siraln before. Why should we anticipate that His 
Excellency would put his veto to this biil ? Legal 
gentleman had been consulted on the merits of 
the bill, and expressed themselves favors' iy as to 
its legality. 

Mr. Foster did not see any thing in the bill 
which called for a reference home, especially at 
such a important moment when the business 
before the House required immediate action. 

Mr. Crease, when 1 introduced the bill I had no 
political object in view and I wish it to be dis- 
tinctly understood that no such motive influenced 
inc. 

Mr. Helmcken, I do not believe any such mo- 
tive actuated the gentleman. But the only reason 
for bringing in this bill was fur the Election Colu- 
mn tee; anil the amendment introduced by me 
provides for the same powers being extended to 
other committees. The House of Commons has 
never asked for the power to administer oaths, 
why should we ask it ? Surely the people of Eng- 
land are not a bit belter than wo arc. 

Mr. Cooper said if there were any objectionable 
features in the original bill, he wished thorn point- 
ed out. He wished the Election Committee lo go 
on with their investigation he; hoped no obstacles 
would be thrown in its way. 

Mr. Gordon thought the amendement should be 
pas-ed, because it would expedite the business 
before the Election Committee. Mr. Tolmie took 
the same view. 

Mr. Franklin thought the amendment should b« 
passed. The pitiful position he occupied in this 
House was a " vexed question " which he wished 
to see decided at once. 

Mr. Foster could not sec the danger of d'dav 
which the hon. member from Esquimau pointed 
out. The only reason for sending this bill home 
would be a mere pretext. 

Mr. Helmcken thought such words as "using 
the Qoevrnor as a pretext" were remarks that 
should not be allowed. Such side-blows must 
have an ulterior motive. 

The Chairman, Mr Wnddington, slated that he 
did not approve of th ■ remarks of Mr. Franklin. 
The English Parliaim it had nut the power to ad- 
minister oaths. As to the bill having to go home 
to be signed, he did not think the Governor would 
throw such an obstacle in the way. He did not 
beo that the powers of the Governor would be 
infringed upon by the passage of this bill, but lie 
did see that a cuance for fees would be taken from 
Chief Justice. 

Mr. Helmclcen'a amendment was then put and 
losl — Ayes. Messrs. Cordon, Franklin, Tolmie, 
Helmcken ; noes, Messrs Foster, Green, Crease, 
Cooper, lie Donald. 

The House then resumed the consideration of 
the original bill. 

At half-past six o'clock, the Committee rose and 
reported progress, and the House adjourned to 8 
o'clock, V, M.
